DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The rejection as set fortli in tine office action mailed on 09/03/2008 is witlidrawn 
in view of the applicants' cancellation of claims 1 -6 and 1 1 -37 as set forth in the reply 
filed on 11/10/2008. 

2. Claims 7-10 are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-10 are allowed. 

4. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Aramaki et al. to U.S. 7,193,237 B2 teach in Flgs.1 A-1 D 
and related text, a field effect transistor having an organic semiconductor device 
comprising an organic semiconductor layer (1) containing at least porphyrin; and a gate 
dielectric layer (2) being laminated on or under the organic semiconductor layer (1 ) so 
as to be in intimate contact with the organic semiconductor layer (1 ), wherein said gate 
dielectric layer (2) is "...a material having an insulating property... such as polymethyl 
methacrylate, polystyrene, polyvinylphenol, polyimide, polycarbonate, polyester, 
polyvinyl alcohol, polyvinyl acetate, polyurethane, polysulfone, an epoxy resin or a 
phenol resin, a copolymer prepared by a combination thereof, an oxide such as silicon 
dioxide, aluminum oxide or titanium oxide, a ferroelectric oxide such as SrTiO.sub.3 or 
BaTiO.sub.3, a nitride such as silicon nitride, a dielectric such as a sulfide or fluoride, or 
a polymer having such dielectric particles dispersed therein, may be mentioned..." 
(Aramaki et al., column 29, line 56 - column 30, line 40). 
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Although Aramaki et al. teach an organic semiconductor layer containing porphyrin, 
Aramaki et al. fail to dislcose wherein said organic semiconductor layer has Bragg angle 
of CuKa X-ray diffraction in the organic semiconductor layer have peaks at 8.3° ± 0.2°, 
1 0.1 ° ± 0.2°, 1 1 .8° ± 0.2°, and 1 4.4° ± 0.2°, as disclosed in claim 7; 8.4° ± 0.2°, 11 .9° ± 0.2°, 
and 1 6.9° ± 0.2°, as disclosed in claim 8; 7.2° ± 0.2°, 7.8° ± 0.2°, 1 1 .7° ± 0.2°, and 23.5° ± 
0.2°, as disclosed in claim 9; and 7.3° ± 0.2°, 7.8° ± 0.2°, 1 1 .7° ± 0.2°, and 1 9.6° ± 0.2°, as 
disclosed in claim 10.
